Such  are  not,  in  all 
cases,  intended  by  the  writers  to  be  so ;  but 
they  sound  so,  especially  to  those  persons  who 
have  an  ear  for  strange  or  humorous  things. 
Sometimes,  indeed,  it  is  the  intention  of  the 
writers  to  attract  particular  notice  by  the  word- 
ing of  the  advertisement.  Oftentimes  the  mat- 
ter may  have  been  dictated  by  illiterate  persons. 
Frequently  the  nature  of  the  subject  is  itself 
sufficient  to  excite  our  humorous  feelings. 
But  whatever  may  be  the  object  of  the  adver- 
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tiser,  these  productions  are  often  amusing  and 
interesting  enough  to  be  reproduced  for  the 
benefit  of  those  who  cannot  conveniently  read 
the  originals.

Such  things  have  frequently  occurred  in  our 
day, — some  mammoth  establishment  cutting 
prices  purposely,  to  drive  some  poor  woman 
out  of  business  whose  sole  dependence  is  in 
a  small  shop  selling  cotton,  pins,  needles,  etc., 
barely  making  a  living  at  it.  "  Rule  or  ruin  " 
is  the  motto  of  too  many  in  these  days;  and 
such  men  are  called  "  smart,"  and  if  they  get 
rich  are  fairly  worshipped  for  their  enterprise.

In  1760  the  town  clerk  of  Boston  issued  a 
notice  to  the  public  in  reference  to  persons  fore- 
stalling the  market  by  falsely  representing  to 
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farmers  and  others  that  the  small- pox  was 
prevalent  in  the  town,  which  had  so  frightened 
the  market-men  that  they  were  glad  to  sell 
outside  the  town  and  at  lower  prices  than  they 
otherwise  would  have  done.

WHEREAS  fundry  evil  minded  Perfons  in  fome 
of  the  neighbouring  Towns,  to  difcourage  the 
Market-People  coming  into  this  Town  with  their 
Provifions,  and  that  they  may  have  an  Opportunity 
to  purchafe  at  low  Rates,  and  fell  them  here  at  an 
exorbitant  Price,  have  induftrioufly  reported  that  the 
Small-Pox  for  fome  Time  paft  has  been  in  this  Town, 
and  now  prevails  here  : 

THESE  are  to  Inform  the  Public,  that  for  near 
two  Years  paft,  there  has  been  only  one  Perfon  taken 
down  in  this  Town  with  the  Small-Pox,  which  is  up- 
wards of  a  Month  paft,  who  upon  difcovery  of  it  was 
immediately  removed  to  the  Hofpital,  and  there  died, 
and  no  other  Perfon  has  had  it,  or  any  Symptoms  of 
it  fince. — That  Yefterday  there  was  a  general  Vifita- 
tion  of  the  Town  by  the  Juftices  of  the  Peace,  Select- 
men and  Overfeers  of  the  Poor,  and  upon  their  Report 
laft  Evening  of  the  State  and  Circumftances  of  the  In- 
habitants, I  hereby  Certify  that  there  is  not  an  Infec- 
tious Diftemper  of  any  Sort,  known  to  be  in  Town. 
— And  as  the  above  falfe  Reports  have  been  Propa- 
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gated  to  the  great  Prejudice  of  this  Town  by  thofe 
who  employ  themfelves  in  Engroffing  Provifions  and 
Foreftalling  the  Market,  (many  of  whom  are  known 
to  the  Selectmen :)  They  are  hereby  particularly  No- 
tified, That  unless  they  defift  from  fuch  wicked  and 
abufive  Practices,  they  will  be  profecuted  on  the  A61: 
of  the  Province,  for  making  and  publifliing  fuch  Lyes 

and  falfe  Reports.   By  Order  of  the  Selectmen, 

Ezekiel  Goldthwait,  Town  Clerk. 
Many  Country-People  have  imagined  by  feeing  Silks 
hanging  on  Poles,  that  the  Small-Pox  is  in  fuch  Houfes; 
but  their  Surmifes  are  entirely  groundlefs,  they  being 
hung  out  at  the  Silk  Dyers  for  drying.

In  1760  the  Committee  of  Tradesmen  ad- 
vise voters  to  "  put  on  Sabbath  Day  Clothes  " 
and  "wash  their  Hands  and  Faces"  before 
going  to  town  meeting  the  next  day.  They 
also  speak  of  the  "  New  and  Grand  Corcas," 
meaning  probably  caucus.  This  is  from  the 
"Boston  Gazette,"  May  12. 

THE  Committee  of  Tradefmen  hereby  advife  their 
Conftituents  and  others  to  fet  apart  a  decent 
Portion  of  Time  (at  leaft  one  Hour)  previous  to  the 
Opening  of  the  Town-Meeting  To-Morrow  to  ftiift 
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themfelves  and  put  on  their  Sabbath  Day  Clothes, 
alfo  to  wafli  their  Hands  and  Faces,  that  they  may 
appear  neat  and  cleanly  ;  Inafmuch  as  it  hath  been 
reported  to  faid  Committee  of  Tradefmen  that  Votes 
are  to  be  GIVEN  AWAY  by  the  delicate  Hands 
of  the  New  and  Grand  Corcas ;  and  they  would  have 
no  Offence  given  to  Turk  or  Jew,  much  lefs  to  Gen- 
tlemen who  attend  upon  fo  charitable  a  defign. — Noth- 
ing of  the  lea/i  Significancy  was  tranfadted  at  a  late 
Meeting  of  the  faid  new  and  grand  Corcas  to  require 
any  further  Attention  of  faid  Committee.

Some  one  is  "  desired  to  refresh  his  mem- 
ory "  in  1767.  Such  mistakes  remind  us  of 
Willis  Gaylord  Clark's  account  of  an  announce- 
ment he  once  heard  at  a  revival  meeting  some- 
where in  New  York  State.  The  minister  said  : 
"  I  would  ^^nounce  to  this  fo<3^z;?gregation 
[through  his  nose]  that,  ^r^bably  by  mistake, 
there  was  left  at  this  house  of  prayer  this 
morning  a  small  cotting  umbrella,  very  much 
worn  and  of  an  exceeding//^  pale  blue  color ; 
in  the  place  whereof  was  taken  one  that  was 
new  and  of  great  beauty.  I  say,  brethren  and 
sisters,  that  it  was  /^r^-bably  by  mistake  that  of 
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these  two  articles  the  one  was  taken  and  the 
other  left ;  but  it  was  a  very  improper  mis- 
take, and  should  be  discountenanced  if  possi- 
ble. Blunders  of  this  sort  are  getting  to  be  a 
ketle  too  common."

HEREAS  certain  Persons,  who  remain 
hitherto  undiscovered,  have  of  late  com- 
mitted great  Disorders  in  the Night-Time, 
within  several  Towns  in  this  Province, 
and  particularly  have  broke  the  Windows 
of  some  Meeting  Houses,  and  of  the  Dwelling-Houses 
of  several  Persons,  by  flinging  thereinto  great  Stones 
and  Bricks,  thereby  indangering  the  Lives  of  the  In- 
habitants, as  well  as  injuring  their  Houses,  against 
the  Peace  of  our  Sovereign  Lord  the  King,  and  in 
Contempt  of  his  Laws : 

T  HAVE  therefore  thought  fit,  with  the  Advice  of 
His  Majefty's  Council,  to  iflue  this  Proclamation, 
requiring  all  Juftices  of  the  Peace,  Sheriffs,  Conftables, 
and  all  other  Officers  whom  it  may  concern,  and  alfo 
recommending  it  to  all  other  His  Majefty's  good  Sub- 
jects within  this  Province,  to  ufe  their  utmoft  En- 
deavours for  difcovering  and  bringing  to  Juftice  all 
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Perfons  concerned  in  fuch  diforderly  and  riotous 
Practices. 

And  I  do  hereby  promife,  that  whofoever  fliall 
difcover  and  dete6l  all  or  any  of  the  Perfons  con- 
cerned therein,  fo  that  they  or  any  of  them  may  be 
lawfully  convicted  of  any  fuch  Offences,  (hall  receive 
out  of  the  Public  Treafury  of  this  Province  the  Sum 
of  TEN  POUNDS  Lzwful  Money,  as  a  Reward  to 
be  paid  upon  the  Conviction  of  fuch  Offender  or 
Offenders.

On  the  departure  of  Governor  Hutchinson 
from  the  Province  of  Massachusetts  in  1774, 
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a  hundred  and  twenty-three  citizens  of  Boston, 
together  with  sundry  citizens  of  Salem,  Mar- 
blehead,  and  other  places,  signed  a  compli- 
mentary address  to  him,  "  lamenting  the  loss 
of  so  good  a  Governor,"  and  praising  him  for 
his  character  and  conduct.  Most  of  these  per- 
sons belonged  to  the  better  classes  ;  but  their 
action  was  judged  to  be,  to  say  the  least,  hasty. 
Shortly  after  this,  these  "  addressors "  were 
"  hauled  over  the  coals  "  by  the  patriots  and 
forced  to  retract.  The  following  cards  from 
some  of  these  gentlemen  we  take  from  the 
"  Essex  Gazette,"  a  newspaper  circulating  in 
Salem  and  Cambridge.  From  the  known 
character  and  standing  of  many  of  these  per- 
sons, it  is  believed  that  they  were  glad  of  an 
opportunity  of  thus  expressing  their  patriot- 
ism. The  first  blood  of  the  Revolution  had 
not  been  shed  when  they  signed  this  address 
to  the  Governor,  who  they  had  hoped  would 
be  able  to  influence  the  British  ministry  so 
that  war  could  be  averted.  But  after  the  bat- 
tles of  Lexington  and  Concord  there  was  no 
longer  any  hope  of  a  reconciliation,  and  the 
"  Committee  of  Safety,"  naturally  wishing  to 
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be  sure  as  to  who  were  friends  and  who  were 
enemies,  took  this  method  of  ascertaining  the 
fact  and  thereby  satisfying  the  community.

Whereas  we  the  Subfcribers  did  fome  time  fince 
fign  an  Addrefs  to  Governor  Hutchinfon,  which, 
though  prompted  to  by  the  beft  Intentions,  has  never- 
thelefs  given  great  Offence  to  our  Country  ;  We  do 
now  declare  that  we  were  fo  far  from  defigning  by 
that  Action  to  fhow  our  Acquiefcence  in  thofe  Acts 
of  Parliament  so  univerfally  and  juftly  odious  to  all 
America,  that  on  the  contrary  we  hoped  we  might  in 
that  Way  contribute  to  their  Repeal,  though  now  to 
our  forrow  we  find  ourfelves  miftaken.  —  And  we  do 
now  further  declare  that  we  never  intended  the  Of- 
fenfe  which  this  Addrefs  has  occafioned,  that  if  we 
had  forefeen  fuch  an  Event,  we  fhould  never  have 
figned  it ;  as  it  always  has  been  and  now  is  our  Wifli 
to  live  in  Harmony  with  our  Neighbors,  and  our  fe- 
rious  Determination  to  promote  to  the  utmoft  of  our 
Power,  the  Liberty,  the  Welfare  and  Happinefs  of 
our  Country,  which  is  infeparably  connected  with 
our  own.

In  the  "Gazette"  of  Oct.  i,  1799,  appears 
the  following  brief  account  of  the  launching  of 
the  "  Essex ;  "  also  a  communication  in  refer- 
ence to  the  frigate. 
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Tuesday,  October  i,  1799. 


Yefterday  the  FRIGATE  ESSEX,  of  32  guns, 
was  launched  from  the  ftocks,  in  this  town.  She 
went  into  the  water  with  the  moft  eafy  and  graceful 
motion,  amidft  the  acclamations  of  thoufands  of  fpec- 
tators,  and  a  federal  falute  from  her  guns  on  the  hill, 
returned  by  an  armed  fhip  in  the  harbour,  commanded 
by  Capt.  Thomas  Williams.  The  Committee  adding 
for  the  fubfcribers.  Col.  Hacket,  the  fuperintendant, 
and  Mr.  Briggs,  the  mafter  builder,  have  thus  the 
fatisfadlion  of  producing  to  their  country  as  fine  a 
fliip,  of  her  fize,  as  graces  the  American  Navy.  It 
is  not  yet  known  who  will  command  her ;  but  it  is 
on  all  hands  agreed  that  flie  is  well  calculated  to  do 
eflential  fervice  to  her  country.

And  ADAMS  fa'td^  "  Let  there  be  a  Navy  ! " 
and  there  was  a  Navy. 

To  build  a  Navy  was  the  advice  of  our  venerable 
fage.  How  far  it  has  been  adhered  to,  is  demon- 
ftrated  by  almoft  every  town  in  the  United  States, 
that  is  capable  of  floating  a  galley  or  a  gun  boat. 

Salem  has  not  been  backward  in  this  laudable 
defign.    Imprefled  with  a  due  fenfe  of  the  import- 
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ance  of  a  Navy,  the  patriotic  citizens  of  this  town 
put  out  a  fubfcription,  and  thereby  obtained  an  equiv- 
alent for  building  a  veflel  of  force.  Among  the  fore- 
moft  in  this  good  work  were  Meflrs.  Derby  and  Gray, 
who  fet  the  example  by  fubfcribing  ten  thousand 
DOLLARS  each.  But  alas  !  the  former  is  no  more — 
we  truft  his  good  deeds  follow  him. 

Such  was  the  patriotic  zeal  with  which  our  citizens 
were  imprefled,  that  in  the  ftiort  fpace  of  SIX 
MONTHS  they  contra£ted  for  the  materials  and 
equipment  of  a  Frigate  of  32  guns,  and  had  her  com- 
pleted yefterday  for  launching.  The  chief  part  of 
the  timber  was  ftanding  but  fix  months  ago — and  in 
a  moment^  as  it  were,  "  every  Grove  defcended"  to  put 
in  force  the  patriotic  intentions  of  thofe  at  whofe 
expenfe  flie  was  built. 

Yefterday  the  Stars  and  Stripes  were  unfurled  on 
board  the  Frigate  ESSEX,  and  at  12  o'clock  {he 
made  a  majestic  movement  into  her  deftined  element, 
there  to  join  her  fifter  craft  in  repelling  foreign  ag- 
greffions,  and  maintaining  the  Rights  and  Liberties 
of  a  "  Great,  Free,  Powerful  £5"  Independent 
Nation." 

The  concourfe  of  fpeftators  was  immenfe  ;  and  the 
averted  face  of  jacobinifm  was  not  feen  depicted  on 
the  countenance  of  a  fingle  one  j — but  on  the  con- 
trary, the  heart-felt  fatisfadtion  of  the  beholders  of 
this  magnificent  fpedlacle,  was  evinced  by  the  con- 
cording  ftiouts  and  huzzas  of  thoufands,  which  reiter- 
ated from  every  quarter. 
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The  unremitting  zeal  of  Mr.  Briggs,  the  Archi- 
te£l  of  this  beautiful  ftiip,  cannot  be  too  highly  ap- 
plauded. His  afliduity,  in  bringing  her  into  a  ftate  of 
fuch  perfection,  in  fo  fliort  a  time,  entitles  him  to  the 
grateful  thanks  of  his  country  ;  and  we  fondly  hope 
that  his  labours  have  not  been  fpent  in  vain,  for  we 
may  truly  fay  that  he  has  not  given  reji  to  the  fole  of 
his  foot^  fince  her  keel  was  firft  laid.

Prebble,  failed 
from  Salem  on  Sunday  morning  laft  for  Newport.  She 
faluted  Fort  Pickering.,  which  returned  the  falute.

It  seems  strange  to  us  now,  when  we  see  so 
many  boot-blacks  everywhere,  to  learn  that 
in  1 815  the  "craft"  advertised  in  the  papers, 
as  did  "wood-sawyers,"  too,  about  the  same 
time.  As  coal  had  not  then  been  introduced 
into  Salem,  everybody  burned  wood,  so  that 
wood-sawing  was  an  occupation  of  consider- 
able importance.    During  the  war  of  18 13 
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wood  .became  rather  scarce,  and  some  people 
used  dried  turf,  or  peat,  as  it  was  called,  for 
fuel.

continent.  They  are  19  hands  high — have  necks 
near  4  feet  long — have  a  large  bunch  on  their  backs, 
&  another  under  their  breafts,  in  the  form  of  a  pedes- 
tal, on  which  they  fupport  themfelves  when  lying 
down — they  have  4  joints  in  their  hind  legs,  and  will 
travel  12  or  14  days  without  drinking,  and  carry  a 
burthen  of  1500  wt. — they  are  remarkably  harmlefs 
and  docile,  and  will  lie  down  and  rife  at  command. 


Abraham  was  old  and  well  stricken  in  age:  And 
the  Lord  had  blessed  Abraham  in  all  things.  And 
Abraham  said  unto  his  eldest  Servant  of  his  house, 
that  ruled  over  all  that  he  had.  Thou  shalt  go  unto 
my  Country,  and  to  my  Kindred,  and  take  a  Wife 
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unto  my  Son  Isaac.  And  the  Servant  took  ten  Cam- 
els, of  the  Camels  of  his  Master,  and  departed ;  and 
went  to  Mesopotamia,  unto  the  city  Nahor.

And 
they  sent  away  Rebeccah,  their  Sister,  with  her  Dam- 
sels and  her  Nurse,  &  Abraham' s  Servant,  &  his 
men,  and  they  rode  upon  the  Camels.  —  Gen.  xxiv. 


N.  B.— The  CAMELS  will  go  from  this 
town  this  evening. 


In  1796  a  mermaid  was  exhibited  in  Salem, 
and  in  1800  a  cassowary  bird.  The  admission 
fee  to  the  latter  curiosity  was  for  "  grown  per- 
sons" \i\  cents,  and  for  children  6\  cents. 
The  exact  change  could  then  be  easily  made, 
as  the  Spanish  silver  ninepences  (12^  cents) 
and  fourpence  halfpence  (6|-  cents)  were  more 
common  than  any  other  silver  pieces.  The 

American  dimes  and  half-dimes  had  not  at 
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that  time  got  much  into  circulation  in  New 
England.

A  Bird^from  the  East  Indies. 
JTS  height  is  5  feet,  weighs  near  100  pounds; 

it  will  eat  half  a  peck  of  apples  at  a  meal,  fwal- 
low  whole  eggs,  alfo  ftones  and  apples  as  large  as 
eggs,  and  jump  to  a  great  height. — Goldfmith  fays, 
in  his  hiftory  of  Animated  Nature,  it  has  the  head  of 
a  Warrior,  the  eye  of  a  Lion,  the  defence  of  a  Por- 
cupine, and  the  fwiftnefs  of  a  Courfer. 

It  is  fond  of  all  kinds  of  vegetables  and 
fruits.  It  will  pick  a  pea  out  of  a  Child's  hand  with- 
out injury.  Many  that  have  feen  it,  fay  it  is  the 
greateft  curiofity  of  the  kind  ever  exhibited  here. 
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Children  of  feven  years  old  can  ride  it. — Admittance 
for  grown  perfons  9  pence — Children  half  price. 

The  remarkable  bird,  called  the  CASSO- 
WARY, now  exhibiting  in  this  town,  is  described 
by  Goldsmith  in  his  "^^d  volume  of  Animated  Nature, 
page  39,  America7i  edition. — After  describing  him, 
the  Doctor  observes,  that  "  the  southern  parts  of  the 
most  eastern  Indies  seem  to  be  its  natural  climate. 
His  domain,  if  we  may  so  call  it,  begins  where  that 
of  the  ostrich  terminates.  The  latter  has  never  been 
found  beyond  the  Ganges ;  while  the  Cassowary  is 
never  seen  nearer  than  the  islands  of  Banda,  Suma- 
tra, 'jFava,  the  Molucca  islands,  ajtd  the  correspond- 
ing parts  of  the  continent.  Yet  even  here  this  animal 
seems  not  to  have  multiplied  in  any  considerable  de- 
gree, as  we  find  one  of  the  kings  of  Java  making  a 
present  of  one  of  these  birds  to  the  captain  of  a  Dutch 
ship,  considering  it  as  a  very  great  rarity.'^

The  Finger  of  Mr.  Broliman  (a  provincial  officer 
in  the  Britifti  fervice,  in  the  war  before  the  laft)  who 
was  executed  at  Philadelphia  for  the  murder  of  a  Mr. 
Scull.  This  unfortunate  gentleman,  foured  by  fome 
difguft,  became  weary  of  life.  In  this  temper  of 
mind,  he  one  morning  rofe  earlier  than  ufual,  and 
walked  out  upon  the  common  of  the  city,  with  his 
fufee  in  hand,  determined  to  flioot  the  firft  perfon  he 
fhould  meet.  The  firft  perfon  he  faw  was  a  very 
pretty  young  girl,  whofe  beauty  difarmed  him.  The 
next  prefented  was  the  late  Dr.  Cadwallader — The 
Doftor,  bowing  politely  to  Mr.  Broliman  (who, 
though  unknown  to  him,  had  the  garb  and  appear- 
ance of  a  gentleman)  accofted  him  with  "  Good 
morning,  Sir  !  What  fport  ?  "  The  Officer  answered 
the  Doctor  very  civilly  ;  and  was  fo  ftruck  with  his 
gentlemanly  manner  and  pleafing  addrefs,  that  he 
forebore  to  execute  his  defperate  refolution:  Impelled, 
however,  by  the  fame  gloominefs  of  difpofition  which 
actuated  him  when  he  firft  fet  out,  he  repaired  to 
the  Centre  houfe,  where  fome  gentlemen  were  en- 
gaged at  billiards — The  tack  of  one  of  the  players 
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happening  to  ftrike  his  hat,  the  wretched  man,  eager 
for  an  opportunity  of  accomplifhing  his  defire  to  leave 
the  world,  inftantly  ftiot  Mr.  Scull,  one  of  the  com- 
pany, who  died  of  the  wound. 

This  little  ftory  affords  a  ftriking  proof,  that  ami- 
ablenefs  and  politenefs  of  manners  are  not  only 
pleafing,  but  ufeful,  in  our  commerce  with  the 
world. 

Salem  always  was  famous  for  its  collections 
of  natural  and  historical  curiosities,  and  many 
of  its  houses  are  now  well  stocked  with  such 
things.  Among  these  collections  we  may 
mention  Mr.  Geo.  R.  Curwen's  antique 
family  portraits,  china,  clothing,  and  furni- 
ture ;  Mr.  M.  A.  Stickney's  rare  coins,  old 
paper  money,  and  books,  autographs,  etc. ; 
Mr.  H.  F.  Waters's  rare  ancient  furniture 
(Mr.  Waters  is  now  in  London,  engaged  in 
historical  research  in  reference  to  American 
families);  Mr.  John  Robinson's  remarkable 
collection  of  Chinese  coins,  and  scarce  views  of 
old  houses  of  Salem  ;  Mr.  T  F  Hunt's  val- 
uable collection  of  Chinese  books  and  pictures; 
Rev.  Dr.  Bolles's  fine  collection  of  works  on 
London ;  Rev.  B.  F.  McDaniel's  collection 
of  engravings,  etc. ;  Mr.  N.  J.  Holden's  and 
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Mr.  F.  p.  Richardson's  collections  of  illus- 
trated books,  autographs,  etc. ;  besides  numer- 
ous minor  collections.  It  is  not  too  much  to 
say  that  Professor  E.  S.  Morse's  collection 
of  Japanese  pottery  is  certainly  not  surpassed 
in  the  world ;  the  South  Kensington  collection 
in  London,  which  is  the  best  in  Europe,  does 
not  approach  it  in  size  or  importance.  One  of 
the  best  museums  of  our  country  was  started 
in  Salem  in  the  latter  part  of  the  last  century, 
and  that  collection  is  now,  as  is  well  known, 
in  charge  of  the  Peabody  Academy  of  Science. 
Its  objects  of  natural  history  have  in  recent 
years  been  carefully  classified  and  arranged 
under  the  direction  of  Dr.  Henry  Wheatland, 
Professors  Morse,  Putnam,  Packard,  and 
Robinson ;  and  its  cabinets,  together  with 
those  of  the  Essex  Institute,  now  contain  prob- 
ably more  unique  and  valuable  specimens  than 
are  to  be  found  elsewhere  in  this  country. 


The  "silhouette,"  or  cheap  portrait  cut  in 
black  paper,  was  much  in  vogue  in  New  Eng- 
land some  seventy  or  eighty  years  ago.  The 
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process  was  named  from  M.  Silhouette,  an 
honest  French  minister  who  about  1759  was 
noted  for  his  advocacy  of  economy  in  every- 
thing relating  to  the  public  welfare.  He 
received  a  great  deal  of  ridicule,  and  hence  all 
inexpensive  things  were  said  to  be  a  la  Silhou- 
ette. At  the  rooms  of  the  Essex  Institute, 
and  in  many  houses  in  Salem,  there  are  nu- 
merous silhouettes  of  former  citizens  of  the 
place.  Those  who  remember  the  originals 
consider  the  likenesses  often  very  striking.

Just  before  the  declaration  of  the  last 
war  against  Great  Britain  "  Non-Intercourse 
Quills  "  were  for  sale.  This  reminds  us  that 
most  young  people  know  but  little  about  quills 
of  any  kind,  and  probably  not  one  in  a  hundred 
knows,  in  these  days,  how  to  make  a  quill 
pen.  Quills  were  in  pretty  general  use  for 
writing  until  about  1835  or  1836,  when  steel 
pens  took  their  place  to  some  extent,  although 
quill  pens  were  used  by  many  down  to  a 
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comparatively  recent  period,  and  occasionally 
a  person  may  now  be  seen  using  one.  Steel 
and  silver  pens  were  made  by  Shakers  as  early 
as  1824,  and  Gushing  &  Appleton  had  steel 
pens  as  early  as  18 11,  according  to  an  adver- 
tisement in  the  "  Salem  Gazette."

Many  young  people  do  not  know  that  in 
old  times  blotting-paper  of  the  kind  now  in 
use  had  not  been  introduced.  Black  sand  was 
used  altogether  for  drying  the  ink  on  freshly 
written  letters  or  ordinary  writing,  except  in 
books,  when  the  writers  either  waited  for  the 
ink  to  dry,  or  made  China  paper,  taken  from 
the  inside  of  tea-chests,  a  blotter.  Black  sand 
was  in  general  use  until  within  thirty  years  or 
thereabouts.    We  have  seen  the  sand  adhering 
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to  writing  which  had  been  done  more  than  a 
century.  No  writing-desk  was  complete  with- 
out a  sand-box.
